Re- 
ports and interviews have been sifted and 
data pieced together, with occasional note of 
wild statements, discrepancies, and legends 
that have persisted; skillful narration brings 
out the drama of the situation without using 
an excited style and gives the story an atmos- 
phere of authenticity.
